Mere Treukle About Taxes.
Tbo Borough Board of Queens met in the City

itnll nt long Island City yesterday. President
Bowloy, Councilman Casttdr, and Alderman
Qelser wcro appointed n committee to moet tho
officials of the Long Island Railroad with n
viow to preventing its uso of soft coal. Tho
Board of Publlo Improvements wns requested
to tako prompt possession of tho effects
ct the lato General Improvement Commis-
sion In order to dispense with the ser-
vices of thoso formerly employed by It.
Thcso lncludo engineers, surveyors, axemen,
rodmen, clerks, bookkeepers, Inspectors, and
watchmen. They contond that they aro pro-
tected from removal by tho civil service regula-
tions. Tho Comptroller wns requested to afford
opportunity to tho board to got particulars re-
lating to bills, claims, warrants, or Judgments
dating back before Jan. 1 and to dolay payment
for a reasonable time Tho board expressed itsdisapproval of tbo act of the Bonrd of Educa-
tion of Long Island City in raising tho salaries
of principals and teachers Inst month, and re-
quested tho Comptroller to withhold payment
until tho board could bo beard.

County Clerk Sutphln has notified tho clerks
of tho towns taken Into tho borough to file In
hisofllce all documonU formerly filed In the
ofllces of the town clerks. The rocords consist
mainly of chattol mortgages and agreements re-
garding the sals of land. A special room has
been set aside for tho papers, and they will bo
arranged for ready reference. Other publlo
records, which have always been filed with'
town clerks, must now bo filed with tho proper
departments of tho city Government,

Hornung caught
McGuire, but tho boy brarko away and ran. At
thut thu ofllcer I! rod n couplo of shots at ran-
dom, ho suj s.

lie nought lOO Consolidated Oai with m Baa
Cheek, Borrowed BIO.OOO on the Stock and
Was Turnlnv the SJIO.OOO Check Into Veld
When ihePolleoOot Him Ofllce Box Heleed.

William F. Goordes, 30 years old, of 235 South
Tenth street, Nowark, a membor ot tho Consoli-
dated Exchange, was arrested by Dotectlva Ser-
geant Philip Rellly and Dotootivo Taylor of tho
Wall strcot branoh of the Detoctlvo Burean at
3i40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, charged with
forging tho certification of tho North Sldo Bank
ot Brooklyn to a check for $18,112.80. Tho ar-
rest was made at tho olilcoof.ZImmermann &
Forshay, bullion brokors, OWall streot. Tho
check was drawn to tho order ot William Haw-le- y

& Co.. stock brokors, of 20 Broad street, by
J. L. Rives, supposed to be a mythical person, in
payment for 100 shares ot tho Consolidated Gas
Company's stock, the certificate forwhloh was
delivered byllawley to Gberdes, who had In-

dorsed tho check.
The arrest was mado just In tlmo to Drovent

Goerdes from getting away with $10,000 in
gold and In tlmo to provent Hawloy & Co. from
losing tho hundrod shares of stock which they
sold to Goerdes. Ono ot the most audacious at-
tempts that has been mado In some tlmo to steal
monoy In Wall strcot was thus nipped In tho
bud.

Tho story ot Qocrdcs's attempt to get some-
thing tor nothing dates back to last Tuosday.
It was then, according to his own story, that be
was brought face to faco with tho fact that he
must got somo money or starve He had been a
speculator in Wall streot on a small capital for
several years, and his capital was gradually
wiped out. At the eloso of business a wook ago
yesterday ho found himself without a bank ac-
count and with ,tnly a few dollars in hlspockeU
So ho hit on a way by which bo hopod to steal a
good many dollars.

In tho dovolopmont of this scheme he called
nt tbo olllce of ZImmormnnn & Forshay last
Tuesday afternoon. Going up to a olerk namod
Scully, who stood behind tho desk near tho
Wall strcot entrance, he said :

" I nm Mr. Goerdes, n brokor, and a member of
tho Consolidated Exchange. I wnnt to mako
arrangements with you to got somo Spanish

.gold. Can I do it I"
Mr. Scully told Goerdes that tho firm could

undoubtedly furnish him with wpal gold ho
wanted, and uskod him almut how mucti ho
would require. Goerdes said that bo would
want about $10,000. This was a largo nmountof
Bpanlsh gold, oven for ZImmormnnn & Forshay
to handlo, nnd Scully told Goerdes mat it would
require a little tlmo to fill tho order. Then
Goerdes inquired what tho brokoraga would be,
and said it was too high.

"Why," ho is reported as saying, "I don't
want this gold for myself. I wnnt ft for a cus-
tomer, and I want to make Bomothing for myself
out of tho transaction. It's liko this, but this
must bo in strict confidence: I havo a cus-
tomer who Is not a hundred miles away from
New York who Is fitting out an expedition to
Cuba. Ho wants to get hold of $10,000 worth of
Spanish doubloons. Thcso are to bo shipped
from here and transferred to a filibuster down
tho coast."

Scully consulted with Louis J. Rees, the junior
member of the tlrm. Mr. ttees finally made a
rato that ho salrl was the lowest posslblo.
Goerdes said ho would consult with his princi-
pal. Last Friday ho called again and said ho
would tako the gold at tho rate quoted. Scully
told him the order could not be filled r

than yesterday morning. Goerdes said that
would do. If ho could depend upon getting the
gold at that time.

The next day, Saturday, Just aftor the Consol-
idated Kxchango opened, Goerdes walked up to
Augustus'N. Lawrence, tho Kxchango member
of the firm of Hawlcy & Co., and Bald:

"Mr. Lawrence, I naVo a customer who wants
to got 100 shares of Consolidated Gas. Can you

it for me 1 It will be a cash transaction, and
want the best quotation, so that I can make

something on the doal."
Mr. Lawrence knew Goerdes slightly, and

said that he could got tho stock, adding that tho
current quotation was 170 bid and 1816 asked.

"Very well," said Goordes; "buy at 1818.
Whon can you make tho dollvory t"

Lawrcnco said he would deliver tho stock on
Monday. That wan satisfactory. Boforc Iho Ex-
change closod on Saturday, Mr. Lawronce hap-
pened to speak of Goerdes to a follow member.
This man said ho would not caro to h.ivo much
to do with Mr. Lawrenco's customer. That mado
Lawrence suspicious and ho said yesterday that
ho had in mind to require Goerdes to post $500
with the Chairman as a guarantee Then ho
remembered that Goordes s provlous transac-
tions with Hawloy & Co. had been all right and
ho concluded to tako a chance rather than of-
fend bis customer. Shortly after the Exchange
openod yesterday mornin? Goerdes sought Mr.
Lawrcnco on the floor and said:" Mr. Lawronce, my customor has sent me his
check, but neglected to havo It certified. Of
courso you will rcquiro that tho check bo certi-
fied and I'll attend to the matter nt once"

Lawrcnco told Goerdes that he would certain-
ly rcquiro that tho check bo certified, and
uoerdes walked away. About noon he camo
back nnd handud to Mr. Lawrcnco a chock for
$18,112.00. The check was drawn to the order
ot Hawley & Co., signed by J. L. Rives, and.
at tho request of Lawrence ainco Itlvcs
was not known to him, indorsed by Goerdes.
Tho check was stumped acroBB the face
in red ink as follows: "Certified; North
Sldo Bank." Over tbo stamood words, in
rod ink, were what wcro supposed by Lawrcnco
to bo tho initials of tho bank's paying teller.
Tbo initials could not bo mado out, but they
were wrltton in a bold hand, and becauso tboy
wcro so wrltton and becauso thoy were unde-
cipherable Mr. Lawrcnco concluded thnt the
certification was all right. Ho took the check
and surrendered tbo certificate for tho stock.

Mr. Lawrence says that, for soma unaccount-
able reason, ho felt that tho check was not all
right nnd sought to recover the certlflcato of
stock until ho could call up the Northsldo Bank
to inquire as to tho validity of tho check.

to his ofllce Then ho called up A. It. Hawloy
on tbo telophono, told him ot his suspicions, and
askod Hawloy to commnnlcato with the bank
immodlatoly.

Rives was known thero nor was there any
account in that person's name.

Mr. Hawley went at onco to tbo Wall street
branch of tho Detective Bureau and reported
tho case Rellly and Tuylor Bent out a notlco
of the loss of the Btoek over tho ticker. They
also notlflod the New York Now s Bureau, which
cnused tho following notice to bo scut out on its
slips:

Mr. Mcndbiun, aftor tolling his story, went to
the Wostern National Bank. He found that the
check had been certified. DetectlvcTTaylor was
stationed nt tho bank to be on hand if anything
should dorelope there.

It wasnbout 1 o'clock when Goerdes prosonted
Mendlmm's chock for certification. Altcrlt had
been certified he went nt onco to tho olllce of
Zluimermnnn & Forshay. He said ho supposed
the gold was ready, and he was ready to pay for
It. Scully told him that It would lie imposslblo
to get nil tho gold before 3:30 o'clock. When ho
heard this Uoerdes bccnuio very angry, nnd said
that he hud promised to deliver the gold to his
customer by 2 o'clock.

Counsol nppoarod in behalf ot Mme and
Matblou Dreyfus, respectively wife and brother
of Dreyfus, who Is now serving a llfo
sentenco, but any locus ttandi In the caso was
refused to him. This ruling ot tho court was
mado upon the ground that the caso ot Capt,
Dreyfus had been justly and legally disposed of
and could not bo reopened by tho court.

The court doclded that the proceedings would
bo conducted In secret wbonovor the Interests
of tho national defence should demand It, but
othorwlsotho trial would bo publle

The report of Commandant Ravary, who con-
ducted tba preliminary Inquiry Into the charges
against Esterhazy, was submitted to tho court
and read. Tho report declares that thero is no

round for the prosecution ot Esterhazy. and is?arorablo to him throughout.
Major Ravary, however, sovorcly condemns

tbo conduct of Col. Picquart, formerly ot tho
War Department, who Is alleged to havo pro-
moted a conspiracy against Esterhnzy, and rec-
ommends theprosccutlon of that ofllcer.

Cut-- in Other Cities.
New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 10. The Mule

Spinners' Union ot this city hold a secret meet-
ing this evening In City Hall which was at-
tended by about 400 rogulsx spinners employed
in nino weaving mills hero. A secret ballot
was taken and it resulted in 303 for a striko
and 4 against. This means that on Monday
next, when tho 10 per cent, roduqtlon In wages
goes into effect, all union spinners and the
union Includes 450 regulars and 100 spare spin-
ners will leave their work. Tho; weavors will
also go out, and no doubt tbo minor unions,
loom fixers and slasher tenders will ordor a
strike This will stop every cotton mill in the
city if the manufacturers persist in tho reduc-
tion.

Tho Board of Trade Committee on Arbitra-
tion haB been at work to reconcllo tho employers
and employees, and the Stato Board
of Arbitration will visit this city to hold a con-
ference of manufacturers and lntor leaders to
bio If tho striko cannot bcavcrted.

The spinners enn carry on a striko almost In-
definitely, as thev will receive $1,210 a week
from other unions In tbo Fcdoratlon nnd tho
National Society. Tho Bplnnors hero havo is
bank account of about $00,000, which will not
bo needed for somo months.

DRAMA Willi niOSXZT AND FARCE
WITH NOTHING JIVT FV.Y.

Julia Marlewa Knac-t- s n Historical Heroine In
The Countess Valraka," a "fapoteonle

Piece rrom the German "A niret lilrl."
Julia Marlowe produced nt the Knickerbocker

Theatro last night a drama newly trans-
lated from tho Gorman, nnd in It enact-
ed a historical heroine. This pcrsonago
was tho woman from whom tho piny de-

rived its title "Tho Countess Valcska,"
and In her actual llfo, early In tho present con-tur-

sho figured as an ardent Polish patriot at
the sumo tlmo that Napoleon was protending
to befriend her country In its efforts to
sccuro freedom. The fiction Invented by
Rudolph Stratz, tho author, was that sho was
In love with a young Prussian officer, ono of
the enemies of her natlvo land, and that hor
heart was torn by tho struggle between her op-
posed motives of loyalty to her lover and
to her kindred. Tho play had been used
successfully In Borlln n year ago, and
Miss Marlowo, porcelvlng that several ot
its scones were theatrically strong, had her-so- lf

rearranged, in Borao respects, an English
version. Her Judgment as to tho acting valuo
ot tho character ot tho distracted woman prorod
sound. It was n part In which tho emotional
abilities of this adept nnd always graphic ac-

tress wero displayed advantageously. Tho part
of tho Prussian lover offorcd almost oqual ad-

vantages, but the actor who essnyed It was not
capable ot profiting by them. That was detri-
mental to the general effect ot tho piece

Napoleon wns shown briefly and sllontly upon
his arrival at tho woman's castlo at night, be-

foro the battlo of Frledland, and again upon his
departure in tho morning for tho engagement.
Between those times a conspiracy to assassinato
him wob contrived and thwarted. It was
this affair that sot tho Prussian hero nnd
tho Polish herolno against each othor. Ha
was a disguised inmate of the house she having
savod his llfo from pursuing soldiers and de-

clared him to bo hor steward. Ills identity wns
suspoetod, and at length discovered, but by hor
wits sho saved him from tho imponding
catastrophe, until sho learned that ho was bent
upon tho destruction of Napoleon. Then the con-
flict between personal lovo and patriotic duty
raged fiercely within her through the play's
strongest scene one In whlcn tho man o'ermas
tcred her will until sbo heard somo Polloh troops
singing their national hymn, whereupon her
roused patriotism triumphed, and, with a break-
ing heart, she saved Napoloon by denouncing
her lover. Miss Marlowe's acting In that passago
was a rare combination of subtlety and power,
and it roso surely and steadily to a thrilling
climax. If her stago companion had been a
fitting one a great bucccss for tbo piece might
havo been commanded; but Bassott Roe was not
tbo requlslto actor, nnd ha no more thnn In-
dicated tho possibilities which ho could not
nearly reach. In an ensuing act the Polish
woman helped tho Prussian to bravely cscapo
tbo death which n court-marti- had decreed,
but tho futuro of their passion was left lo con-
jecture

Miss Marlowo was applauded much, and hor
production of "The Countess Valeska," al-
though it did not disclose a great drama not
oven a remarkably good one, if we aro to
moasuro it by its general Interest will
till a weok or two of her present en-
gagement agreeably. The work is old in
style. Inactive between its spells of excitements,
and ossentlnlly foreign to n modern Now
York audlonco in Its complexity ot long-ag- o

Napo'conlo international complications.
Tho extravagantly colored and grotesquely
shaped uniforms of tho vnrlous soldlory were not
lmprosslve Tho clashing political interests
wero not engrossing. The uso of warfare for an
environment was not as adroit as we are accus-
tomed to in our own military plays.

The audlenco enjoyed and responded readily
to Miss Marlowe s acting nnd paid atten-
tion to all tho rest very respectfully,
too, except when tho hero's hnlr took lire.
Ho was in nn agony of mind at thatjuncture in his mimic adventures, and in
imminent peril ot person. Ho flung hlmsolf into
a chair, and threw back his head dospairingly.
A lighted cnnrtlo stood behind him. His hair
went into the flame, and the back of his head
was ablaze In an Instant. Miss Marlowe extin-
guished tho flro with her hand, and tpo specta-
tors iaughod.

Of tho many dramatlo moments "Thenired
Girl" had at tho Star last night thomost Intense
oiio was in the first act. An actor who was in
skirts throughout tho farce suddenly appeared
with his outer skirt and bodico removed
bearing somo lottuce on a plate, his
condition being due to bis Interpretation
of an ordor to servo a salad undressed. Charles
E. Blaney was the author of this, and was also
tho director of the volleying tinware and fire-
arms that contributed punctuation. Ho even
fell back upon such mechanical dovlccs for fun
making as doors of double hinges, a finely
balanced folding bed, and a baby carriage
attached to a tricycle, and when all
such Items had bocn used thore were specialties
from nearly all ot tho score of persons con-
cerned. Ono of thcso was an "Imitation of a
Chinaman singing a song for a ham sandwich nt
a Jew picnic," nnd was BUfllclcntly pleasing
to lead to tho Imitator being called
upon to danco after ho bad spilled
sand upon tho floor from every pocket
in his tattered garments.

Wausknek Mills' Weavers Ileject the
and Vole to Quit.

Providence, R, I Jan. 10. Tho weavers
employed at tho Wanskuck woollen mill votod

to refuse tho offer ot compromise mado
by tho management nnd th result Is that thoy
will not return to work This
means that probably 1,500 operatives will bo
thrown out of work In tho middle of winter,
Homo months ngo the management of tho Provi-douc- e

National Worsted Mills announced that
wages in their factory would bo raised on Dec.
1, 1807, to tho rato paid In 1803. The action
wns entirely voluntary and mills turning out
Roods of similar lines wcro ono nftcr tho other
forced to follow Bult. Tho Wanskuck mill wns
tha only lnrge establishment to hold out. This
fuctory docs not mako tbo sarao kind of goods
as tho other Rhode Island mills, but neverthe-
less thu feeling was that wages should bo in-
creased thero as in tho other woollen mills.

This feeling wns fostered by members of tho
lahuOinloii of Olncyvllle, whoso wages had
been increased. Tbo woivrrs walked out of
tho niill'iii nbdy on Friday last, hut being told
thnt tho superintendent wus In New York und
thut no utisner cnuU bo git en to their demand
tor mure puy until his return, they went buck
to their looms. Tho superintendent returnedtoday and tho understanding wus thnt it a
favorable ansucr was not roccived tho wenters
wcro to quit work at l o'clock this morning.

Tho superintendent and tho committee of tho
weavers had u long conference this morning,
however, nnd tho weavers decided to work tho
day out and receive tho report of their com.
uiiltce nt night, Tho weavors met at 8 o'clock

and wero In sesslun until ubout mid-
night. They had demanded thnt tho 1HU3
schedule be rcstnrod und that tho uso of doublu
looms Hhould lo abolished, Thu mniingo-men- t

of the mill ofTtri-- 1 us n compromise tn
pay a cent a yard eitrn on ull work in whichocr ten harnu-se- s wcro used, but refused tn
abolish thu doublo looms. The weavers lis-
tened to the repoit of the committee and then
voted unanimously to reject tho compromise nnd
striko. 'Inoy will not go into tho mill
Tho strikers lmvo no fund a and no organiza-
tion, but it Is likely that some sort of a union
will bo formed and support may bo received
from the Textile Union.
